VOLCANIC REGIONS. * 


The Five Activé Groups of the Wenst+ 
ern Hemisphere, 

The active volcanic groups of the 
western hemisphere oecur in five wide- 
ly separated regions: : 

First.—The Andeun group of yolca- 
noes of the equatorial region of west- 
ern South America, 

Second.—The cluain of some twenty- 
five great cinder cones which stretch 
east and west across the south end of 
the Mexican plateau. 

Third.—The Central American group, 
with its thirty-one active craters, ex- 
tending diagonally across the western 
ends of the east and west folds of the 
Caribbean corrugations, fringing the 
Pacitic side of Guatemimua, San Salva- 
dor and Costa Rica, This is separated 
from the Mexican group on the north 
by a large nonyoleanic area, the isth- 
wus of Tehuantepec, and on the south 
from the Andean yolcanoes by the isth- 
mus of Panama, where no active vol- 
canoes are found, 

Fourth.—The chain of volcanoes of 
the Windward islands, marking the 
eastern gate of the Caribbean sea, 
standing in a line directly across the 
eastern termini of the Caribbean moun- 
tains, trending east und west and paral- 
lel to the Central American group sim- 
ilarly situated at the western termini. 

Pifth.—The voleanoes of Alaska and 
the Aleutian islunds.—Professor Rob- 
ert T. Hill in Century.

‘The 
consequence is that in the American 
speculutive markets there has’ only 
been one way to the course of prices 
and that has been downward, 

If anything should happen to de- 
preciate the present fine prospect for 
the spring wheat crop a sharp ad-)} 
vance in prices would reacily take 
place. At the stage which the spring 
wheat has arrived, it would scarcely 
be possible under the most favorable 
conditions to improve the prospects 
further, so that any change in weath- 
er conditions would probably be for 
the worse, and much may happen be- 
tween now and the time when the 
crop will all be safely gathered. 
The demand from Europe for wheat | 
has been very quiet for some time, 
but in the last few days a good deal 
of export business is reported from 
the seaboard. Broomhall reports bad | 
harvest weather this week in the Un- 
ited Kingdom, and this with small 
stocks of old wheat everywhere, and 
low prices on this side for future de- 
livery easily leads to demand which 
again may lead to a reaction in the 
price of futures.

To Broil Bacon.

The only way to cook bacon—both 
for the matter of appearance and for 
digestive qualities—is to broil it, not 
over a bed of coals (it is too fat for 
that), but in a very hot oven. Cut the 
bacon in the most delicately thin slices 
possible, rejecting the rind. Lay the 
pieces close together in a fine wire 
broiler, Place it over a dripping pan 
and set in a hot oven. It requires to 
be turned just once, The fat which 
falls into the pan makes excellent 
dvippings for frying potatoes, 

Drain the bacon on brown paper. 
If you wish to serve calf’s liver with 
this, sprinkle the liver with pepper 
and salt, roll it in Gour and fry brown 
in the bacon drippings, Serve with a 
curled morsel of bacon on top of each 
piece of liver. Bacon as served by the 
average cook, well soaked in grease, 
is the most indigestible of food; when 
broiled crisp in the oven, it ts a dish 
that may be served even for a child of 
two years with impunity. Among all 
the fats delicately crisped bacon ranks 
next to cream in ease of digestion,

KNOWLEDGE OR CULTURE. 


View of Prof. Goldwin Smith on the Ob- 
ject of Universit s 


Mr. Goldwin Smith, writing in The 
London Daily News on the object of 
Universities, says: : 

Knowledge or culture, which of 
these is the proper object of the uni- 
versity? ‘The two are not mutually 
exclusive. Culture of a certain kind 
goes with all high knowledge. Men- 
tal exercise, developing the faculties, 
goes with all acquisition of know- 
ledge, indeed, with all worthy use 
of the mind. The two things which 
are mutually exclusive are purely sci- 
entific or mechanical knowledge and 
cultivation of the taste, 

The original object of the univers- 
ity was knowledge, This was the 
object even of the university, if it is 


to be so valled, of Athens, where 
students like Cicero and his son 
sought, not mere cultivation of the} 


mind or of the taste, but a practical 
rule of life. Knowledge was the ob- 
ject of the mediaeval universities, 
even of those of which the staple was 
Scholastic Philosophy, since it was 
then imagined that mental introspec- 
tion was the key to objective truth 
still more plainly of universities like 
Padua or Bologna, whose staple was 
the Civil or Canon Law, then a most 
lucrative profession; or of Solerno, 
whose staple was Medicine. The 
Trivium and Quadrivium 
course of study in all departments of 
knowledge looking to the profession- 
al study as the end, 

The statutes of Corpus Christi Col- 
lege, Oxford, founded by Bishop Pox, 
of the Renaissance, comprised a 
classical education. But to a Rena- 
issance founder the ancient languages 


would pre ent themselves as the key | 


to all the knowledge worth having 
The culture theory has a history, 
and rather a mournful history, 
connection with the English univers- 
ities. In the Middle Ages the col- 
leges were all clerical, the 
being required to take orders, 
in the Middle Ages a clerk was 


ar studies, 
were clerical, All students 
termed ‘‘clerks,”” in opposition — to 
the townsmen, who were laics. Then 
caine the Reformation and drew a 
sharp line between those who were 
devoted to the ministry and 
who were not. At the same time it 
happened that the colleges with their 
clerical restrictions absorbed the uni- 
versity. The consequence was that 
science and secular studies generally 


became atrophied or were banished ; | 


the ancient Tanguages, which were 
still necessary for ministerial educa- 
tion, alone holding their ground, 
though at Cambridge Newton's influ- 
ence when it came give a special 
footing to mathematics. Utility for 
the mass of the students having thus 


departed, culture was set up as the 
object of the university course. In 
the case of the ‘‘class men’’ il might 
be and no doubt was, a reality. In 


the case of the ‘‘pass men,’’ who did 
not read for honors, but only cram- 
med classics enough to squeeze 
through a very ltmited examination 
and never openel the books after- 
ward, it was a sham. ‘Ths lives of 
the ‘‘pass men,"’ or, as at Cambridge 
they were called, the ‘‘pall men,’’ at 
the universities were almost wasted 
so fur as knowledge or mental train- 
ing was concerned, 

Thus, in making knowledge the ob- 
iect of a university, we are reverting 
to the original ideal. High know-
